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EDMONTON AND PROVINCE OF ALBERTA 


THE PROVINCE OF ALBERTA has an area equal 
to the combined area of the States of West 
Virginia, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Michigan and 
Wisconsin, or nearly 2 x / 2 times that of Great 
Britain and Ireland. Edmonton is the geo¬ 
graphical and railway centre of the Province. 

THE EDMONTON DISTRICT is the most fertile 
section of a fertile Province. Government 
statistics on the crop of 1905 show the average 
yield of spring wheat in the Edmonton district 
to have been 24.29 bushels; and winter wheat 
24.51 bushels to the acre.

Edmonton is the centre ot what is probably the 
greatest coal area in Canada. 

Edmonton is the principal milling centre of the 
West.

Edmonton is the chief lumbering centre of 
Alberta. Local mills cut from 15 to 20 million feet 
annually.
